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We should retain the present system for calling out the National
Guard. Pecople enter the Guard with the understanding they won't
be called away £from their jobs and homes for just any reason.

It would be unwise to diffuse the authority to call out the Guard.

For the above reasons, I hereby disapprove these items in
accordance with Amendment 4 of the Amendments of 1968 to the
Constitution of the State of Iowa. All oth:r items of House
*ile 327 are hereby approved this date.
